Expenses of state officers and

ployes would be drastically 
limited 
and regulated under a bill introduc­ 
ed in the h ture this morning by Rep­ 
resentatives Donnelly and Freeland. 
Elective officials, under the provis­ 
ions of the bill, would be allowed $6 
a day while engaged in state busi­ 
ness in cities of 100,000 inain bitants 
or more, and $5 a day in cities 
of 
less than 100,000 
population. 
Em ­ 
ployes w’ould be allowed $3 a day in 
cities of the larger classification and 
14 in those of the latter. 
The m easure provides that all ex­ 
pense accounts shall be filed in trip­ 
licate with the state auditor and that 
they be itemized. Any item of more 
than a dollar would have to be sup­ 
ported by a receipt signed 
by the 
person to whom payment 
is mad *, 
the bill provides. 
It is further set forth in the pro­

RUSSIAN PEASANTS MAKE 
TOYS FOR GERMANY 


PETROGRAD, Feb. 20.—Russia re­ 
cently began sending toys to Ger­ 
many. The first shipment was valu­ 
ed at $25,000. The toys were all 
made by peasants and differ from 
the regular 
mechanical 
playthings 
manufactured extensively by the Ger­ 
mans. 


An engineer in the 
Laboratories here read the story and 
set out to find whether a to>ch could 
be developed to burn under water. 
Today, as a result, British deep sea 
divers are trying to cut up and sal­ 
vage ships sunk during the war by 
burning their steel plates apart far 
beneath the ocean surface.

The problem was finally solved by 
adding a third tank, containing com­ 
pressed air, to the equipment, and 
surrounding the torch head with a 
larger metal tube.

built, and a strip of window screen 
wire placed in a tub of water for the 
experiment.

In 1878 this number had 
grown to 69,710 and two years later 
the number increased to 102,150.

Louis was known as a center of pork 
packing as early as 1800, when the 
products were shipped down the Mis­ 
sissippi river to New Orleans.
